meat has been on the increase, and 
fifty pounds of meat would last but 
a short time.

known as Graham Land. The moun- 
tains and the plateau connected with 
them discharge enormous, glaciers into 
the Pacific, which makes up the great 
ice barrier noted by all explorers and 
which prevents vessejs either toucliins: 
or seeing the mainland from the Mount 
Erebus and Terror region all tlie way 
to Graham-Land. 


If this line of antarctica is approxi- 


mately correct it is probable that from 
the other side of Graham Land, south 
of the Atlantic, tUe antarctic continent 
curves inward and then strikes over 
toward the northeast until it joins En-

De»crlptloB ct I'laot and Method* *f

My plant consists uf a house 250 by 


1G fei^t. ten fei't hijih, divided into 
eighteen rooms, with /un fifty feet 
d(«ep and \vire iuclosuiv elc-ven feet 
hi^li. tlie length of the housf and to 
the south of it j-.l! one ran. The wire 
Is put two f<.ei in!v> the ground. Xo 
boards are u-^-d. The house is made 
rat and usl^x- ;jrtx>f, v.'Ith mit-e proof 
wire netting -audi-r the noor. The open- 
ing to each room is a hole i1- by 2V, 
fw-t. left ojjeu except during extreme- 
ly co!d nights, when bag curtains are 
drawn over it. A strip of tin is tacked 
underneath the holes, preventing rats 
climbing into the rooms. Cornstalks 
are put up on tho west side °f rua to 
break off the cold northwestern bliz- 
zards or winds. During summer months 
cut dry busl.es are placed over three 
feet of wire on top of run immediately 
in front of the house for shade. This 
keeps the house coo!, and the birds do 
not get discouraged while breeding. 


The construction of my nests and 


nestrooins for a pair of birds differs 
from anything I have seen elsewhere. 
Each pair has a uestroom 20 inches 
deep. •: foot lor.£, 10 inches nigh, two 
inch boards being used for shelves. In 
this compartment I place a removable 
box for nost S by 10 inches, open at the 
top and side, which gives a chance to 
clean this space very rapidly with a 
hoe and do the work in a short time. 
For nest bedding I use pine needles, 
which aro far superior to tobacco 
stems, because they keep drier. Pi- 
geons look for a dark place to hatch, 
and, having their separate compart- 
ments, they do not interfere with other 
breeders. 


llcgular cleaning is done every week. 


The nests from which squabs are tak- 
en that week are removed and rewhite- 
washed, thus keeping the house white- 
washed permanently without further 
disturbance to the birds, never remain- 
ing over fifteen minutes in one room. 
Two cups of kerosene oil are mixed 
with a bucketful of whitewash. Kero- 
sene is a grand lice and lice egg de- 
stroyer. The droppings are taken from 
the floor. The manure is also scraped 
from the ground in the run and a horse 
or hand cultivator used to refresh the 
soil, never allowing it to get green. 


I feed cracked corn; occasionally 


wheat and hemp seed. On Sunday I 
treat them to stale bread, which they 
enjoy immensely. Mix plenty of grit 
in the food, also place grit in boxes 
about. Rock salt is kept before them 
inside the rooms. Wooden pumps with 
tripping attachment, that never freeze 
in the coldest weather, are right in the 
run. The water is held in large gal- 
vnuized tnnks 4 by 3 feet, 7 inches 
deep. They are cleaned three times a 
day with a btout mop and refilled. Old 
stove lids are put in the tank. 
This 


serves as nn iron tonic. To shade the 
water in summer cut spruce trees are 
planted around the tanks. 


I have averaged this last year eleven 


squabs to a pair of breeders. 
Over- 


crowding is one of the poorest policies 
with pigeons. My rooms consist of 
seventy separate nest compartments, 
nevertheless I do not allow over thirty- 
five pairs in a room. To raise fat 
squabs the breeders must be kept 
peaceful. 
Every point has to be ob- 


served carefully. 


To any one who is a lover of birds 


the business is very interesting and 
profitable. The cost of keeping a pair 
of pigeons, besides nursing their young, 
is about o."> cents a year.—Ferd Sudow 
in Reliable Poultry Journal. 


A LARGE HOUSE.

lustrated account of the continuous 
poultry house erected by the White 
Leghorn poultry yards at \Vaterville.~ 
X. Y. The interior view is here re- 
produced. The house is 250 feet long 
by 1C feet wide. The floor is of match- 
ed one inch boards. The outside walls 
are boarded, then covered with sheath- 
ing paper and elapboarded. with in- 
side walls of matched timber, making 
an air space 'if four inches between 
the walls. The ceilings are of matched 
boards laid at the level of the plates. 
There is a door at each end of the 
house opening into the alleyway, which 
is three 2nd a half feet wide and ex- 
tends the entire length of the building

on its north side. This passageway Is 
separated from the pens by a matched 
board partition. The pens are twelve 
feet square, with two windows In the 
front or south side of each pen. A 
doer opens from the alleyway Into 
each pen, and there is a door in each 
partition between the pens. 


Ventilation without direct drafts la 


provided by means of an opening two 
feet square cut through the ceiling to 
the loft above. Fresh air is supplied 
to the loft through cupola ventilators 
in the roof and by windows at the ga- 
ble ends. These ventilators are con- 
structed so that they can be closed at 
any degree necessary and give com- 
plete control of the air supply. 


The roosting platform, with perches 


above and nests beneath, is placed on 
the north side of each pen.

The demand for forced tomatoes dot* 


not cease in the north upon the ap- 
pearance of the southern product In 
the market, and otherwise idle forcing 
houses may be used for a spring crop. 


The expense of caring for tomato 


plants, while small, is light, as they are 
then in pots and require little room. 
After transplanting into the benches 
the aim should be to get fruit as soou 
as possible, as the plants are occupying 
valuable space. If the plants have not 
been properly chex-ked before trans- 
planting into rich soil, they make a 
splendid growth, sometimes producing 
little fruit, but usually the crop is Bto- 
ply delayed. Many growers secure no 
return for ninety or a hundred days 
after benching their plants, when Tia.lt 
that time is all that is necessary. The 
expense of heating the housa for the 
extra time is quite an item for the 
grower's consideration. 


Tomatoes may be planted among car- 


nations in the spring and when the 
Easter rush is over given the entire 
space with a thorough dressing of fer- 
tilizer. Tomatoes for the spring crop 
are grown after lettuce, radishes and 
similar crops. As little heat is re- 
quired, such houses, if of sufficient 
height to train plants, are well suited 
to the purpose.

A Wild Goose Farm. 


What is said to be the only -wild 


goose farm in the world is located on 
Chincoteague island, says the Rich- 
mond (Va.) Times. The farm is a nev- 
er ceasing object of interest to the vis- 
itor and of joy and profit to the owner. 
There arc now between 300 and 400 
goose in the flock. The progenitors of 
this remarkable flock were two which 
wore ''winged" in shooting, then tamed 
and used as decoys. The annual ship- 
ments from the farm now are about 
400 to COO fowl. Most of these are wild 
gooso, but there are some Japanese 
ducks, brant and other game. The 
geese bring about $o a pair. In sum- 
mer they food on the marshes of Chin- 
coU'ague and Assatoagne, but as the 
cold weather comes on they gradually 
gather together near the owner's resi- 
dence, where food is provided for 
them. Mingled with the geese are many 
kinds of birds and fowl and fancy 
brc eds of chickens and ducks and even 
some swans. Particular care is being 
taken with the swans, and the experi- 
ment of, their culture bids fair to be a 
success in every way. 


New Idea and Xeiv Breed. 


Representative Johnson of Decatur 


county, in the Sunflower State, wants 
the state to establish a chicken hatch- 
ery so that the farmers of Kansas will 
be able to secure pure bred chickens at 
a reasonable price. He thinks that the 
.farmers are being held up by the chick- 
en fanciers, who demand exorbitant 
prices for good fowls of representative 
breeds and for sitting of eggs. He | 
has introduced a bill in the house 
which reads as follows: 


"That the governor shall establish a 


state chicken hatchery for the purpose 
of raising small fry-of the Wyandotte, 
Barred Plymouth Rock, Leghorn, Buff 
Cochin, Blue Leghorn and such other 
breeds as he may deem proper, said 
small fry to be used to stock the farms 
it Kansas and also for supplying pri- 
vate individuals at reasonable prices. 
Immediately after this act takes effect 
the governor shall appoint and every 
two years thereafter the state shall 
elect a female superintendent of state 
chicken hatcheries and also an assist- 
ant superintendent whose duties shall 
be toj look after the hatcheries. The su- 
perintendent shall receive $1,200 a year 
and the assistant $900. The said hatch- 
ery shall be located at Oberlin, Kan. 
The sum of $0,000 is appropriated to 
establish the plant." 


No doubt the Kansas state strain of 


"Blue Leghorns" will add to the repu- 
tation of that commonwealth for Intro- 
ducing to the world things that were 
never before thought of beyond its 
borders.—Commercial Poultry.

Fowls of any 
kind are hard to help with medicine 
because their digestion is the first 
thing affected by disease, nnd once the 
crop and gizzard cense to work proper- 
ly there is no way to got medicine to 
them. Such things as colds may be

A careful selection of varieties lor 


the midwinter crop is requisite for the 
greatest success. 
Those varieties de- 


veloped under forcing house conditions 
like Best of All and Lorillard give the 
best results. 


Eclipse gave the largest yields both 


for the winter and spring crops of 
1902. It is not quite so early as Best 
of All, but it produced the smoothest 
and mcst solid fruits. 


The yield of Yellow Prince was de- 


cidedly inferior to that of the Combina- 
tion grown under similar conditions. 


Plants trained to single stems gave a 


much greater yield per square foot of 
bench than those trained to three 
stems, the yield of the former being 
one and a fifth pounds against'four- 
fifths of a pound for the latter. 


The average yield for the season of 


1901-02, including both the winter and 
spring crop, was from two to nearly 
two and a half pounds per square foot 
of bench or from seven to almost nine 
pounds per stem.—A. C. Beal, Illinois 
University. 


From Experience 'With Alfalfa. 
First.—We do not believe hogs will 


thrive on alfalfa hay alone, nor do we 
think it pays to expect young pigs are 
going to do well on alfalfa pasture 
only. 


Second.—We do not believe that you 


can turn shotes on an alfalfa pasture 
in the spring and with one pound of 
corn for each head a day make a gain 
of from one-half to three-fourths of a 
pound a day or from 125 to 150 pounds 
during the six mouths of grazing sea- 
son, which is making pork at a low 
cost.

Third.—We also believe from experi- 


ments we have made that by chopping 
alfalfa hay (this must be good bay,' 
where the leaves have been preserved) 
and mixing this with ground corn at 
the rate of about one pound of corn to 
five or sis pounds of alfalfa it will 
make a ration thnt will carry stock 
hogs over the winter as satisfactorily 
to the owner as tho ordinary ration, 
mostly of corn, at one-third the cost, 
nnd the animal will be in better condi- 
tion to ward off disease.—G. II. Payne, 
Nebraska. 


A Good Milk Strainer. 


A good milk strainer should be sim- 


ple in its construction. All parts of it 
should bo easily accessible to brush 
and cloth. Its meshes should be fine 
enough to remove nil tho solid foreign 
matter nnd nt tho same time allow the 
milk to pass through tho filter with a 
ronsonnble dogroo of rapidity. At the 
Now York experiment station, where 
tho efficiency of many milk strainers 
nnd filters hns boon carefully tested, it 
was found thnt, all things considered, 
a strainer consisting of n wire gauze 
nnd four layers of choosocloth la most 
practical nnd most olllcient.

Man;,- of the long, narrow tins In 


which u pound of delicate crackers are 
packed make ihe nicest pans for bak- 
ing a siD.-slI loaf of cake. There is one 
variety, however, to avoid. It is the 
tin with a rolled over edge inside. If 
you bake cake in this pan. a struggle 
awaits you when it comes to get It out 
whole. Ons pound baking powder or 
cocoa «-ans bake small cakes nicely and 
allow them to be cut in sightly round 
shces. 


If jxwsible, never use coarse granu- 


lar Mi sugar in making cake. The re- 
suit is a coarse texture and a hard 
crust, no matter bow carefully the bat- 
ter has been mixed. 


A very "must have" for cake is a 


wire stand for cooling it when taken 
from the pan. This small utensil can 
be purchased for 10 cents. It earns its 
cost many times over, for quick cooling; 
is a vast improvement over setting hot 
cake on the bottom of the tin from 
which it has just been taken. All the 
moisture which is evaporated when 
ctke rests on a cooler remains in it and 
tends to make it wet and heavy when 
set on a solid surface. 


Never attempt to bake sponge cake 


unless you have a fire which will slow 
down to a very moderate heat and 
keep about that temperature. 


The whites of eggs which are really 


new laid—not more than twenty-four 
hours—will not beat to the dry froth 
demanded in so many recipes. Anoth- 
er reason why the whites of good fresh 
eggs will not froth in hot weather is 
because they have not been chilled. 
Eggs for cake baking should always 
be stored in the refrigerator. 


Many a cooking teacher instructs a 


pupil to listen whether a cake "sings" 
in the tin or not. They claim when 
the "singing" is almost over the cake 
is done. There are a number of easier 
and quite as reliable tests. \Vhen the 
cake begins to shrink away slightly 
from the sides of the pan, when you 
can stick in a toothpick and have it 
come out clear or when the top crust 
can be touched with the tip of the fin- 
ger and it springs back firmly, leaving 
no dent, the cake may be taken from 
the oven. 


If you find you have put too much 


flour in a cake, do not thin with milk, 
but with beaten egg, adding it gradu- 
ally till the batter reaches a proper 
thickness. Milk would impoverish the 
taste of the cake; egg enriches it. 


The proper time to add flavoring to 


a cako is after the mixture has been 
thoroughly creamed and just before 
the flour is added. 
Spices should be 


sifted in with the flour. 


Never leave the whites of eggs to 


stand after beating them to the re- 
quired point of frothiness. Fold them 
lightly into the cake mixture, then set 
it to bake.—Table Talk.
